Begin by 
leading -a heart to dummy's 
king. If this play works, you can 
afford to give up a trump trick; 
if the king of hearts fails to win 
a trick, you must play to avoid 
•the loss of a trump trick. 


Safety Play 


When the king of hearts wins, 


you adopt the safety play of 
leading out the ace of trumps. 
The king drops, and you have 
no further problem. If the king 
had failed to drop you would re- 
turn to your hand with a dia- 
mond to lead a trump toward 
dummy. You would lose only one 
trump trick unless the spades 
were so badly divided that no 
play could possibly work. 


The disadvantage of the safety 


play is that you often make ten 
tricks instead of eleven; but this 
costs only 30 points (the value of 
an overtrick). The advantage of 
the safety play is that you make 
your contract when East has the 
singleton king; you would go 
down if you took the finesse. 
This difference amounts to about 
500 points. You can afford to 
give up 30 points to make sure 
that you don't lose 500 points.

"Much to be Done" 


Even in his youth Churchill 


teemed to have a premonition of 
the fateful career ahead of him. 
On his 25th birthday, when he 
was a news correspondent cov-| 
ering the Boer War in S o u t h ! 
Africa, he wrote to a relative! 
In the United States: 


"There is so much to be done; 


bi the world and so little time 
to do it." 


But i nthe 65 years that have 


followed, Winston Churchill did 
a great deal, though he made no 
claim that he was never in the, 
wrong. In fact, in a speech in 
the House of Commons on May 
21, 1952, he said: 


"I am by no means sure I 


have been right. It is no part of 
my case 
that I am always 


right." 


Sir Winston's thoughts and 


words after World .War II have 
been much concerned with the 
possibility of a third world war 
and with its prevention. Speak- 
ing in the House of Commons on 
Dec. 14, 1950, he said: 


View on Atom Bomb 


"The argument is now put for- 


ward that we must never use the 
atomic bomb until, or unless, it 
has been used against us first. 
In other words, you must never 
fire until you have been shot 
dead. That seems to me. . . a 
silly thing to say. . ." 


Perhaps the most telling warn- 


ing by Britain's wartime leader 
to the free world is found in 
"The 
Gathering 
Storm," his 


book covering the period of ap- 
peasement that led to World War, 
H. He wrote:

"Tf yo'i Will not fight for the! 


right when you can easily win' 
without bloodshed: if you wHl 
not fight when your victory will! 
be sure and not too costly; you!

View on Socialism 


On internal politics. Sir Win- 


don has always been a skeptic 
about socialism, which was often 
the subject of his speeches in 
and out of the house of Com- 
mons. In a broadcast on June 
«. 1945. he declared: 


"Socialism is inseparably in- 


terwoven w i t h totalitarianism 
and the abject worship of the 
state. Look how even today they 
(the Socialists) hunger for con- 
trols of every kind as if these 
were delectable foods instead of 
wartime inflictions. . .This state 
Lc 'o be the arch employer, the 
arch-planner, the arcb-adminis- 
trator and rider, and the arcb- 
caucus-boss." 


In the House of Commons, on 


Aug. 11. 1947. he said of the So- 
cialists: " They have neither the 
e "jency of objectivism nor the 
erlerprise and energy of indi- 
vidual initiative." In a speech in 
\5n, 1948, he characterized so- 
cialism as "Ure philosophy of 
fai'ure, the creed of ignorance 
and the gospel of envy." 


His Warning 


In a broadcast on March 27, 


190.1. the prime minister remark- 
ed 


"We must beware of trying to 


build a society in which nobody 
counts for anything except the 
politician or an official, a society 
where enterprise gains no re- 
ward and thrift no privileges."

Your Mont/t Worth

"For decades, we've been try- 


ing to make early retirement a 
reality," says a government ex- 
pert on retirement. "Now that 
it's here, we don't know what 
to do with it." 


The push toward earlier re- 


tirement is accelerating, as yes- 
terday's report documented. By 
the Labor Department's latest 
count, three out of four workers 
under private pension plans are

now eligible for retirement -at 
age 60, and in some cases at age 
55 or even less. 


The fundamental force behind 


the trend is our effort to reduce 
jooiessness by thinning the 
ranks of elderly workers. But 
weighed against this force are 
formidable questions. Specifical- 
ly: 


Can retired workers afford the 


deep income slash which comes 
with early retirement? 


As one illustration, a man who 


retires at 65 may be eligible for 


private pension of $100 a 


month, plus a maximum Social 
Security benefit of about $190 If 
he has a wite. But if this man 
retires at 60, his private pen- 
sion is likely to be cut to $06 a 
month—and he won't be eligible 
even for reduced Social Security 
benefits for two years. If he re- 
tires at 55, his private pension 
may be $46 a month—and tie 
won't be eligible for Social Se- 
curity for seven years. 


Retirement incomes of this 


size hardly permit 
"retire- 


ment." Rather, they force the 
man to search at once for other 
earnings. 


Can industry take on the over- 


whelming cost of providing ex- 
tra pension benefits for workers 
who retire at 60 or 55? 


Brutal for Company 


The cost of earlier retirement 


provisions can be brutal for a 
company. One actuary estimates 
that the early retirement pro- 
visons won in 1964 by the United 
Auto Workers (under which a 
worker may retire as early as 
age 55) have more than doubled 


retirement costs to the major 
auto companies. Raising earlier 
retirement benefits to "mean- 
ingful" levels, another expert 
believes, would hike pension 
costs by 800 to 400 per cent- 
a load few companies are pre- 
pared to carry. 


How great is 'die psychologi- 


cal cost to the worker who is 
forced to retire as a relatively 
young man? 


Here is the heart of the mat- 


ter, thoughtful observers Insist, 
Among the great psychological 
problems, the National Council 
on the Aging declares, are 
these: 


(1) Lack of preparation. Most 


workers are limply not pre- 
pared to shift from an estab- 
lished work-leisure routine to 
the "unchartered hours of re- 
tirement." Many low - income, 
undereducated workers regard 
new hobbies with contempt. 
Many fail to develop outside in- 
terests during their working 
lifetimes and the boredom they 
now suffer only on weekends 
stretches over months a n d 
years.

resentment 


Is the actual gain In terms of 


employment worth the actual 
price of early retirement? 


Few Jump at Chance 


The evidence is that compara- :. 


lively few eligible to retire early -. 
under private pension plans are '• 
jumping at the chance — and - 
women are primarily responsi- 
ble for the sharp rise in the per- '. 
centage of workers accepting 
early retirement under the So- 
cial Security System. Our major 
unemplyment challenge today 
lies among our untrained teen- 
agers and not among the 55-and- 
over who have skills and jobs. 


Do we, then, as a nation, want 


to compel people into retirement 
when they still have many pro- 
ductive years left? 


The obstacles implicit in the 


questions outlined in this report ^ 
warn us to proceed with utmost ~ 
caution on early retirement if 
we are not to intensify the eco- 
nomic - psychological problems. . 


We must meet the problem of 


unemployment and underem-" 
ployment head-on — but as an _ 
entire nation. Surely in a Great •

the bill has now subsided, and 
(here appears to be an alarming 
tendency for some units of 
fovernmeot to fall back into 
their old^ways of conducting 
public business in private, ex- 
ecutive, closed sessions," Heff- 
enun stated. 


Be pointed out that" the courts 


themselves, perform .many ad- 
ministrative and' iwnjudicial 
functions and that while it is 
clear that judicial deliberations 
jpre exempt from the open 
nSeeting rule, it does not appear 
specifically that their adminis- 
trative -functions may be con- 
ducted in executive sessions.

The announced closing of two more 


iron mines in Hurley and Bessemer hat 
produced a rash of activity on state and 
national levels in attempts to aid that eco- 
nomically depressed area. Some 450 miners 
will lose their jobs when the Gary mine 
closes at Hurley and the Mauthe mine at 
Bessemer. And town, city and county 
budgets will suffer a real blow in tax 
revenue losses. 


Senator Gaylord Nelson met with Gov- 


ernor Knowles in Madison to discuss the 
matter, and Knowles fired off letters to 
Wisconsin senators and congressmen ask- 
ing that they see whether the Area Rede- 
velopment Administration or the Economic 
Opportunity (anti-poverty) program could 
not be of help. 


When he got back to Washington Sena- 


tor Nelson proposed the immediate estab- 
lishment of an Upper Great Lakes Regional 
Development Commission along the lines 
of the Appalachian Commission now being 
considered in Congress. He pointed out 
that northern Wisconsin, Minnesota and 
Michigan had an overall unemployment 
rate greater than that of Appalachia, ac- 
cording to the 1960 census. His proposal 
would give such a commission authority 
to plan a coordinated attack on regional 
problems and would authorize a scenic 
highway along the lower shore of Lake 
Michigan. First year estimated cost of the 
project would be |10 million. 


At the same time Senator Proxmire 


visited the area and then arranged a Wash- 
ington meeting with five federal agencies 
to explore what could be done to help. 


Rep. Alvin O'KonsM, who represents 


the area in Congress, found an ironic note 
In Governor Knowles' plea. "That's the 
trouble with governors who preach state's 
rights," he declared. "The first time they 
run into trouble they run to Washington 
and ask us to solve all their problems." 


O'KonsM pointed out that he was the 


only Wisconsin Republican Congressman 


to support the two Democratic programs, 
ARA and the anti-poverty bill. And he said 
that the reason his area did not get any 
ARA funds was that an additional appro- 
priation for ARA was defeated by Repub- 
licans in Congress last session. He said 
there was a proposal pending in Washing- 
ton for a $200,000 ARA grant to build a 
plant to process logs for paper mills in 
the Hurley area, but that no funds are 
now available. 


Officials at Hurley and Ironwood and 


Bessemer are somewhat surprised at all 
the commotion. A dozen iron mines have 
closed there in the last decade and the 
closing of the two there now came as no 
surprise. There will be only one mine left 
operating in the area, and that is expected 
to close in October. The expensive deep 
shaft operations simply cannot compete 
with taconite. 


The affected communities have taken 


steps on their own to help themselves. 
GO-Inc., a private nonprofit industrial de- 
velopment group, was organized a year and 
one-half ago. It employs a professional 
"industry finder," and the project has al- 
ready started to produce results. A boom- 
ing winter sports business has taken up a 
lot of the slack in retail business. It is ex- 
pected to be a $5,000,000 bonanza this 
year. 


John Stranahan, executive director of 


GO - Inc., said, "I'm bitter. It's nobody's 
fault, but this excitement is five years too 
late." 


The principal problem is finding new 


jobs for the displaced miners. Many in 
the past were absorbed by the rapidly ex- 
panding copper mining operation at White 
Pine. Others are migrating to the taconite 
fields in Minnesota. But many of these 
older people hate to leave the Gogebic 
Range. 


So even if it is late, a coordinated at- 


tack on the economic problems of all this 
northern area is called for.

The Partition of Ireland 


While efforts to end partition in Ger- 


many, Korea and Viet Nam are constantly 
in the news, very little is said about the 
matter of Irish partition except in Irish 
pubs or when the Irish Republican Army 
explodes a bomb as it recently did near 
where Princess Margaret was vacationing. 
The trouble is-that no one can take very 
seriously a partition whose opposition is 
mostly emotional Obviously the people of 
neither Northern Ireland or the Republic 
of Ireland are being persecuted. There is 
no Communist danger. And the hard truth 
of the matter seems to be that the ma- 
jority of the people in the North prefer to 
stay with Great Britain. 


Last week, the prime ministers of both 


countries finally met after a couple of 
years of saying they might Prime Minister 
Sean Lemass of Dublin went up to Belfast 
to call on Prime Minister Terence O'NeilL 
Instead of wasting time discussing partition, 
they talked about ways to improve eco- 
nomic conditions in both countries. The 
Dublin-Belfast railroad loses a lot of 
money. Arrangements have been going on 
for some time to coordinate trade and 
tourist programs. 


Probably the best thing that can happen 


to Ireland is merely to let time pass. Major 
leaders on both sides frown on the extrem- 
ist IRA. There are far fewer incidents than 
In former years as more Irish grow to 


non-conforming uses. This situation should 
not be perpetuated.

ters is encouraging. While self-determin- 
ism can never be a complete thing, it is 
likely that if a plebiscite were held in 
Northern Ireland tomorrow the vote would 
overwhelmingly be to stay as part of the 
British Commonwealth. But the example 
of Ireland—and the apparent fact of a long 
or permanent partition—should be consid- 
ered when we look at other divided nations 
around the world. The longer the divisions 
remain the more permanent they are likely 
to become.

Witceruln Report 
Committee of 25 Not 
Apt to Produce Any 
Spending Solutions

MADISON—It has become 


apparent that the celebrated 
"Committee on 25" set up by 
the legislature with a flourish 
two years ago will fail to 
bring in the formula for the 
solution of the state's finan- 
cing problem that the legisla- 
ture hoped for when it was 
created.

The final report of the 


committee created for a seri- 
ous review of state financing 
problems has not yet been 
filed and thus it would be 
unfair and improper to make- 
any judgments about its con- 
clusions. 


But the deliberations of the 


parent group and its subcom- 
mittees 
over 
many 
past 


months have provided little 
hope for substantive findings 
of any consequence—remem- 
bering its original mandate. 


The legislative Republican 


leadership at the time was 
worried, it said, about the 
"phenomenal 
increase" 
in 


governmental costs. It deplor- 
ed the fact that the cost of 
government had been expand- 
ing for a long period at a rate 
substantially higher than the 
growth of the economy. Such 
trends contained perils for the 
people of Wisconsin and a 
"concerted 
effort," it was 


said, was required to find a 
way to halt or reverse the 
fiscal trends. 


It is now apparent that the 


committee of private citizens 
and civic leaders has not 
found a way to work a 
miracle Thus far it has not 
shown any disposition to dis- 
cuss the fact of the high cost 
of government, as far as its 
work has become known. 


To some degree its work 


habits 
were inevitable. It 


became mired in the early 
stages in "hearings," and fell 
victim to the persuasive and 
defense expositions of those 
principal public service inter- 
ests involved in government 


and its growth. It tended to 
rely upon the possibly subjec- 
tive authorities within the 
governmental establishment, 
instead of recruiting its own 
independent and more objec- 
tive assistants for analysis 
and data collection. Here and 
there it showed signs of being 
unconsciously detoured into 
political policy questions In- 
volving new legislation 
to 


increase rather than reduce 
the cost of government which 
it can-be said with confidence 
was not the intention of the 
men who set up the investiga- 
tion. 


This is not criticism. Such 


developments tend to be vir- 
tually inevitable in such com- 
mittee explorations, in the 
absence of strong controls and 
able and independent staff 
assistance. For one thing, the 
leaders of the legislature who 
set up the study paid compar- 
atively little attention to its 
work after the machinery was 
organized and launched. 


VACCUUM* 


A further weakness was the 


fact that it tended to work in 
a publicity vaccuum for the 
most part. 


Comparison with the 
so- 


called "blue ribbon" commit- 
tee on tax revision a few 
years earlier may be invidi- 
ous, but it is difficult to avoid 
nevertheless. 
That committee 


worked in a glare of public 
interest and publicity. All of 
its meetings were crowded. It 
had the most intensive press 
coverage from the statehouse 
correspondents of any continu- 
ing group of its kind in many 
years. Every special interest 
group in Wisconsin had a 
diligent representative observ- 
ing from the sidelines. 


The Republican authors of 


the "Committee of 25," react- 
ing in part to their concern 
about the political impact of 
the statehouse financial crisis 
of 1963, had something of that 
order in mind. If they could 
generate the same kind of 
public involvement in gov- 
ermental economy and putting 
the brakes to the expenditure 
•explosion, they might have an 
easier time of it in the 1965 
legislature. That has not come 
to pass. Evidently there is 
more public interest and con- 
cern in the problem of taxa- 
tion than in the ca'uses there- 
of.

WASHINGTON (AP) - In the 


long view, what was accom- 
plished between President John 
F. Kennedy's inauguration four 
years ago and President John- 
son's today may not seem 
much. But there was progress. 


Kennedy had 
no illusions 


when he took office Jan. 20, 
1961, about what could be done, 
for he said: The problems fac- 
ing the nation might not be 
solved "in our lifetime." John- 
son hasn't set a timetable, ei- 
ther. 


That he intends to push is 


clear. He has already hit Con- 
gress with major programs be- 
fore it is back at work a month. 
He has promised to go overseas 
as part of his search for solu- 
tions, as Kennedy did. 


Got More Done 


But Kennedy apparently got 


more done, sitting in the White 
House, than by his travels. It 
was there he arranged the limit- 
ed nuclear test-ban treaty and 
made the showdown decision on 
the Cuban missile crisis. 


Johnson, remembering that 


and some of the emptiness of 
President 
Dwight D. Eisen- 


hower's trips, can have no illu- 
sions about the magic of sum- 
mit meetings. 


In any four-year period a 


thousand events mushroom into 
headlines. When time blows the 
clouds away just a few can be 
discerned as major achieve- 
ments. Two were outstanding in 
foreign affairs: The limited test 
ban treaty and the missile cri- 
sis. But there were ominous 
events, too. 


World Healthier 


The treaty, signed by the 


United States, Britain and the 
Soviet Union, made the world 
healthier to live in. But neither 
France nor Red China, both on 
the road to. nuclear power, 
signed. 


Since China had its first atom- 


ic explosion last year, the speed 
of its progress in this field is 
menacing by itself, even though 
for some years it may not have 
deliverable weapons. 


When Kennedy forced Pre- 


mier Khrushchev to take his 
missiles out of Cuba, he left no 
doubt, if the Russians had any, 
this country would go to war if 
necessary. Then American-So- 
viet relations improved, ten- 
sions eased. 


On the debit side the Ameri- 


can-backed war in Viet Nam 
against communism was dwin- 
dling in chaos. This had its own 
somber implications. A Commu- 
nist victory may end with Red 
China running all Southeast 
Asia in time. 


Hasn't Improved 


The NATO alliance was get- 


ting rickety when Kennedy took 
over. This hasn't improved. The 
United Nations got itself into the 
ludicrous position of arguing 
over its members' obligations, 
particularly the Soviet Union's, 
to pay their dues. 


There 
were 
two 
major 


achievements at home from the 
joint effort of two presidents 
and Congress. 


Kennedy had sought approval 


of four programs above all: An 
$11.5-billion tax cut, biggest in 
history; a civil rights bifi, stron- 
gest in this century; federal aid 
to education: medical care for 
the aged through Social Securi- 
ty-He got none of them through 
Congress but his successor, 
Johnson, pushed hard and got 
the first two. This year Con- 
gress had hardly returned be- 
fore he told them he wants the 
other two. And he may get 
them. 


No less significant in these 


past four years, although less 
tangible, was the voters' rejec- 
tion of Sen. Barry Goldwater's 
particular brand of conserva- 
tism and their approval of the 
much more moderate Johnson. 


Since this was ihe first time in 


at least a generation Ihe voters 
had such a clear-cut choice be- 
tween those two schools of 
thought and government, the 
direction in this country seems 
clear for years: 


A continuation of the Kenne- 


dy-Johnson kind of foreign poli- 
cy and the increasing role of the 
government in American life, 
particularly in taking a greater 
responsibility for the general 
welfare, with all that means.
